Nine hundred British were taken

men were so taken by surprise at the 
appearance of the German parachute 
troops,” it is stated, “that they had to 
be hauled out of houses in the town.”

A German War Correspondent who 
flew over Athens reported yesterday 
that, the Greek flag w i ver uy 
Acropolis side by side with the SWastik:

TO THE LAST

R.A.F. RAIDS ON 
GERMANY 


COLOGNE AND EMDEN 
BOMBED 


Ir is learned in London that in

This aircraft came 
down to a low altitude, dropped 
a heavy load of bombs. and then 
opened machine-gun fire from a 
height of 1,500 feet, states the 
ress Association. 


FACTORY AND CAMP 


An Air Ministry communiqué issued 
yesterday stated :— 
“In daylight or Sunday aircraft of 
the Bomber Command_ successfully 
bombed a fattory. west of Cologne and 
a military camp near the same city. In 
occupied Holland the docks at 1jmuiden 
and the aerodrome at De Kooy were 
also attacked. 

“Off the coast of Brittany an enem 
patrol vessel was hit with bombs. It 
was left on fire and listing heavily. 
“An offensive patrol of Fighter 
Command aircraft over Holland on 
Sunday machi gunned gun positions 
and a supply train. None of our air- 
craft is missing from these operations.” 


PATROL VESSEL HIT 


Describing Sunday’s daylight attacks 
the Air Ministry News Service states : 
“Other aircraft swept the French 
coast for enemy shipping. An enemy 
patrol vessel of about 1,250 tons was 
sighted a few miles south-west of St. 
Mathieu Point and there was an imme- 
diate engagement. The ship put up a 


vigorous defence, which continued 
until a heavy bomb exploded amid- 
ships.”’ 


A German bomber was destroyed 
during Sunday night's raids on Britain, 
which were mainly directed against 
Portsmouth. It was reported that 
another raider was shot down, but this 
is still unconfirmed, 

A member of the crew of a Heinkel 
III. shot down by a British vessel off 
the east coast of Britain early yesterday 
was reported by his comrades to have 
committed guicide, the Press Associa- 
tion states. The crew of four were seen 
to take to their dinghy, but only three 
were picked up. One of them told the 
authorities that the other airman took 
his own life. 

The second German bomber appeared 
to be damaged by gun-fire when it flew 
low over a south-east England coast 
town.

TEA AND NEUTRALITY 


Mr. Lemass began by speaking of 
the present difficulties and how people 
had been shaken out of their com- 
placency by events. Some of the 
people who had been most impervious 
to warnings of coming difficulties, in- 
cluding a ie politicians and newspaper 
editors, were showing unmistakeable 
signs of the ‘‘jitters.’’ They should 
get a grip of themselves. 
Dealing with the position in regard 
to tea, the Minister said that some 
time ago, when he announced a reduc- 
tion in the tea supply, his statement 
was followed the next day by a SEN 
article in the /rish Times, which. said 
that thé Irish people had to 
between a shortage of supplies and a 
maintenance of neutrality. He did not 
believe that that was a fair statement 
of the choice before them, if they had 
a choice. He did not believe that their 
supply difficulties would end if they 
abandoned their neutrality, but if the 
Irish Times had stated the issue fairly 
he wanted the /rish T'imes and every- 
one else to know clearly what the deci- 
sion ot the Irish people was. Their 
sovereign right to the control of all 
their own territory and to determine 
the national policy with primary regard 
to their own interests would not be 
bartered for tea or flour or petrol cr 
coal or anything else. 


SHIPPING PLANS 


The Irish people were not so unmindful 
of, or unworthy of, the sacrifices of 
their fathers in the cause of Irish 
liberty that they would surrender the 
fruits of their efforts to avoid a tem- 
porary inconvenience. Occasionally one 
met people who expressed the view 
that “ the screw is being tightened on 
us,” that our supply and shipping 
difficulties were being created or 
enhanced to force a change of policy 
or a change of Government here. The 
suggestion in the ZJ/rish Times state- 
ment was clearly that their us gre 
were being deliberately curtailed to 
force them to abandon neutrality. He 
did not xnow what authority the /rish 
Times thought it had for its sugges- 
tion, but he wished to make it quite 
clear that that suggestion had not 
come to them from any more reliable 
or more authoritative source. He 
believed that their difficulties were an 
inevitable outcome of the war, and 
would end only when the war ended. 
Mr. Lemass went on to say that the 
problem ot bringing supplies from 
overseas was mainly one of transporta- 
tion, although there was later a 
problem of finance. Over the Atlantic 
were millions of tons of wheat and 
other grain urgently needed on this 
side, but in between was the war- 
swept ocean, littered with wrecks of 
ships. They had bought and paid for 
thousands of tons of that wheat and 
they had made many | for getting 
it over here. They had purchased ships 
for its direct transportation, and they 
were making those ships seaworthy, 
fueling and manning them. Whether 
they would make the voyage safely only 
time would tell. To bring all the grain 
they needed would require thirty ships 
in constant service. Théy could not 
hope to get that number. They had 
made plans for the transshipment of 
wheat from distant countries to neutral 
ports near home, where it could be 
- up and brought home by smaller 
rish ships, which could not, make the 
direct voyage. Some of that wheat has 
ccmpleted all but the last stage of its 
journey, but the’ last stage was the 
critical one. 


GREAT EFFORTS, BUT— 


That applied also to other supplies, 
but wheat must have priority over all 
other commodities. hile it was well 
that the people should know that great 
efforts were being made to bring 
supplies to these shores, no reliance 
must be placed on their being success- 
ful. If they succeeded their situation 
would be easier for the time being. If 
they failed they could only fall back on 
their own resources. They might have 
to do without tea and other important 
foodstufis, but they could produce 
sufficient healthy food from their own 
soil if mi | exerted themselves suffi- 
ciently.

SIX KILLED 
BOYS JUMP FROM 
TRAIN ON FIRE 


PREMIER DEAD 


ON of its coaches bursting 
into flames while taking 
over a hundred boys of Ample- 
forth College, York, back to 
school after the Easter holidays, 
the mid-day London-Newcastle 
express, its brakes full on, 
screamed to a standstill near 
Claypole, Lincs; _ yesterday. 
Boys were seen to be jumping 
from the train. 
Trapped inside the blazing 
compartments, six of the boys 
died from burns, while seven of 
those who jumped from the train 
are in hospital with burns. 
Two of the dead are the 14 years old 
and the 16 years old sons of M. Pierlot, 
the: Belgian Prime Minister, and 
another of his sons, aged 13, is among 
the injured. 
A special locomotive brought doctors 
from Newark, who quickly rendered 
first-aid to the boys, sixty-four of whom 
were in the coach which caught fire. 
An official statement by the L.N.E.R. 
said that the main line was blocked for 
over three hours, and that the cause of 
the fire is under inquiry, 
There were 101 boys on the train 
returning to the college for the summer 
term. A master, the Rev. H. Dunstan 
Pozzi, was with them. 
When the train reached Claypole, 
ween ahd Newark, about 
3.30 p.m., it was noticed that one of 
the coaches -vas on fire. 
The communication was pulled and 
several of the boys jumped out. 
It is understood that some of the 
six killed were trapped in the blazing 
coach. 
The history of Ampleforth College is 
identified with the English Benedictine 
community of St. Laurence’s, Ample- 
forth, which exiled at the Reforma- 
tion, settled in Lorraine, and were ex- 
pelled from France at the time of the 
revolution. They returned to England 
and resumed monastic and educational 
work at Ampleforth in 1802.

and reach the coast at Bardia and 
Tobruk,’’ is reported by a special cor- 
respondent of the Official Italian News 
Agency to-day. 

A strong British column, he says, 
composed of 60 heavy and medium 
tanks, numerous armoured cars and 
artillery, attacked the Italian and Ger- 
man advanced guards south of Capuzzo, 
after laying down a heavy artillery 
barrage. 

‘* Immediately the British tanks and 
tropps began to approach our lines the 
Axis troops reacted violently.” 

‘*Bombing and fighter planes, artil- 
lery, tanks and troops attacked, and 
the ensuing violent battle, which lasted 
three hours, ended with the British 
being completely checked. They were 
forced to retire to their lines with heavy 
losses.’’

“Britain will make no negotiated, 
false and inconclusive peace, because 
to do so would be yellow,” said Sir 
Gerald Campbell, British Minister in 
Washington, addressing the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce to-day. 

Sir Gerald Campbell’s remarks were 
a reply to Colonel Lindbergh. He did 
not mention the Colonel name, but 
he quoted from his recent address to 
the America First Committee. 


“In a speech in New York on 
Wednesday,” he said, ''a sneer—or 
smear’’—was levelled at England, 


“who had promised all those nations 
armed assistance that she could not 
send. We know that she misinformed 
them.” 

“That is unntrue,” the Minister con- 
tinued. ‘‘ The size of the B.E.F. sent 
to France was fixed by the French 
General Staff, and in honour bound 
those troops were sent to defend 
Belgium, as others had been sent to 
defend Norway and Greece.”’

Mr. Sean Lemass is a man of more than 
average ability. At one time, indeed, he 
seemed to be a Minister with a great 


Í career ahead of him, and during his tenure 


of ofhce as Minister for Industry and 
Commerce he won high opinions even 
among those who differed from him most 
profoundly in politics Then he became 
Minister for Supplies. Admittedly, he 
undertook a thankless job, which promised 


| meagre hopes of real success ; but his best 
| friends must agree that he has failed, and 


failed dismally, not so much to maintain 
essential supplies, which would have been 
difheult to maintain in any case, as to 
make provision for an emergency which 
ought to have been obvious to a respon- 
sible Minister, or to institute a proper 
system of rationing when it became clear 
that a shortage was inevitable. In a 
speech before the Catholic Commercial 
Club in Dublin last evening, Mr. Lemass 
sought to justify his policy, or lack of it, 
accusing his critics, who included certain 


| “ politicians and newspaper editors,” of 


some obscure complaint which he described 
as “the jitters.”” Doubtless, the Minister 
knows the meaning of this esoteric disease ; 


| we must confess our ignorance both of its 


meaning and of its symptoms.~ In the 
course of his apologia the Minister did 
us the honour to refer to a leading article 
that appeared in the Irish Times some 


weeks ago—to be precise, on the day after | 


Mr. Lemass had announced the reduction 
of the tea ration to half an ounce a week. 
According to the Minister, we declared on 
that occasion that the people of Eire must 
choose between a shortage of supplies and 
the maintenance of nentrality, and, 
having averred that we had not made ‘‘a 
fair statement of the choice,” if the people 
had a choice, Mr. Lemass proceeded to 
draw a red herring—or perhaps we should 
say a green, white and yellow herring— 
across the trail of his department’s 
ineptitude by a patriotic outburst about 
the bartering of Ireland’s sovereign rights 
for tea and flour. Mr. Lemass denies now 
that there is any connection between the 
shortage of supplies and the political 
relations between this country and Great 
Britain. This newspaper never made any 
such assertion; but what did Mr. Lemass 
say when he was trying to explain the 
muddle in respect of tea? Speaking in 
Dail Eireann on April 4th, the Minister 
announced that, in consequence of a 
telephonic communication which he had 
had from London on the previous night, 
the tea ration in Eire must be reduced 
from one ounce to half an ounce per week. 
The British Tea Control had informed him 
that this “cut” had ben made 
unavoidable by Great Britain’s shipping 
losses on the high seas; but Mr. Lemass 
declared that he could not accept this 
explanation. He added that he did not 
propose ‘‘to speculate as to the possible 
real explanation in the rapid reduction 
in our tea supplies,’ but it was manifest 
that the British authorities’ excuse was 
“* inadequate.” 

When Mr. Lemass made that statement 
to the national Parliament was he 
speaking as a responsible Minister of 
State; or was he suffering from an attack 
of the ‘‘jitters’’? He asserts now that 
the suggestion that the British have been 
withholding supplies from Eire’ on 
grounds other than those of dire necessity 
comes from no more ‘‘ reliable authority ”’ 
than the Jrish Times. Far be it from us 
to quarrel with such a delicate compliment 
to this newspaper; but will the Minister 
explain precisely what he meant hy his 
remarks in the Dail? Why was the 
British Tea Control’s explanation 
‘‘inadequate’’? What was the 
real explanation’? at which he hinted 
with such delicate skill? If anybody is 
to blame for the prevalent belief that the 
British have been exerting pressure on the 
Iri-h Government, Mr. Lemass, and not 
the Irish Times is the culprit. Our atti- 
tude has been plain from the outset. Eire 
is a neutral country. Mr. de Valera has 
declared, and his Ministers—includinz 
Mr. Lemass—have repeated, that Irish 
neutrality is a principle that cannot be 
compromised in any way; and in this 
policy he has had the support of the great 
majority of the-people. We always have 
contended that, in all the peculiar 
circumstances of  LKire’s position, 
neutrality was the only feasible policy 
that could have been adopted by the 
Government on the outbreak of war; but 
we also have contended that our people 
cannot expect to have things both ways. 
If this country were a belligerent, if it 
were a Dominion of the Commonwealth in 
the full sense of the term, its Govern- 
ment would have a right te claim equal 
treatment in respect of sea-borne supplies 
with the people of Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland. Since Eire is neutral, 
and since Mr. de Valera has proclaimed 
that “the people of this country ... - 
were not attached to one Empire or 
another,” we all must be prepared to 
draw the logical conclusions from our 
Government’s policy, and to expect no 
kind of preferential treatment at British 
hands. Mr. Lemass has tried to saddle 
the British authorities with all the blame 
for the #ea shortage, although the British 
themselves have been rationed since last 
July. He and his officials have made an 
unholy mess of supplies in respect not 
only of tea, but of wheat, of petrol, of 
fuel and of a dozen other commodities. 
He informed his hearers yesterday that

The Kiss of Peace a 


According to Mr. Shinichi Hasegawa, 
private secretary to the Japanese Foreign 
Minister, a touching spectacle was wit- 
nessed im Moscow a fortnight ago. Its 
scene was a railway station; its occasion 
was Mr. Matsuoka’s departure for Tokyo 
after the signing of the Russo-Japanese 
pact of neutrality; the actors were Mr. 
Matsuoka himself and no less a person 
than M. Stalin. M. Stalin is of a retiring. 
disposition, and only on the most solemn 
occasions—such as a military review in 


the Red Square—permits himself to leave | 


the Kremlin, so that, when he conferred 
the signal honour of a personal send-off 
upon his oriental visitor, he must have 
been animated by deeper feelings of friend- 
ship than the ordinary. It is reported 
that the two statesmen, “ apparently over- 
come with emotion, embraced one another 
after the Russian style, to the amazement 
of the foreign diplomatic representatives 
present.” M. Stalin observed that, “if 
Japan and the Soviet Union stand 
together, there will be nothing to fear in 
Europe.’’ ‘‘ Nor in the Orient,”’ responded 
the parting guest. ‘‘ Nor,”’ concluded his 
host, “ in the world.” As the train moved 
off, M. Stalin was heard to add: ‘‘ You 
are Asiatic; so am [.” We do not know 
how far this is a faithful transcript of 


Í what actually occurred, but it is hardly 


probable that Mr. Matsuoka would have 
permitted the account to circulate around 


| the world, via an important chain of 


Japanese newspapers, unless it possessed, 
at least, a sound basis of fact. The pact 
of neutrality between Japan and Russia, 
those hereditary enemies, was startling ; 
but it was not more startling than the 
pact between Germany and Russia which 
formed, as it were, the overture to the 
present Great War. Germany was the 
chief partner in the Anti-Komintern Pact, 
which was directed specifically against the 
Soviet Union, and hostility te Communism 
had been the key-note of National-Socialist 
philosophy for fifteen years previously. 
Yet, though M. Stalin did not hesitate to 
swallow his principles and accept the 
hand of amity from so consistent a foe 
as Herr Hitler, there was no reason to 
suppose that he would offer any stronger 
reluctance to the friendship of Mr. 
Matsuoka’s country. War makes strange 
bed-fellows. It creates a situation in 
which long-established principles go by 
the board, long-standing friendships and 
hatreds are forgotten, and, often, no 
motive but self-interest and self-preserva- 
tion 1s allowed to prevail. Who could 
have dared to prophesy, even a few months 
ago, that the representatives of Russia 
and Jap&n would be embracing each other | 
with touching emotion in a railway 
station ? 

The practical results of the pact—and 
of the kiss of peace exchanged by the two 
diplomats—remains to be seen. What do 
Japan and the U.S.S.R. expect to gain 
from their reconciliation after a century 
of mute or expressed hostility? The most 
reasonable view is that Russia hopes to 
safeguard her security on the east, in 
order that she may concentrate upon her 
western borders. This newspaper has 
argued for several years that Russia is 
not nearly so strong a Power as she 
generally is assumed to be: if nothing 
else, the frequent “ purges’’ of high and 
low officers must have done much to 
weaken the Red Army, whose perform- 
ances in Spain and Finland certainly did 
iittle to enhance its reputation. M. Stalin 
cannot but look askance at the rapid 
approach of the German legions towards 
the Black Sea and the Dardanelles—a 
quarter of the earth on which he, his 
predecessor Lenin, and his Tsarist fore- 
bears always have had personal designs. 
Perhaps, he wants to snatch at a share 
of the spoil for himself; perhaps, he is 
concerned simply with the safety of his 
own borders; but, in either event, he does 
not wish to be troubled with the upkeep 
of expensive forces in the Far East while 
so many important things are happening 
in the south-west. Japan’s gains from 
the pact are more obvious. So long as it 
is observed, she is free from the constant 
Her pro-

menace of a dangerous enemy. 
fessed ambition is to create a 
order ”” in the Pacific, in which she will 
be recognised as the leader of all the 
nations on the Eastern Asiatic seaboard. 
She has not yet made up her mind where 
to strike—at the Netherlands East Indies, 
or at Thailand and French Indo-China, 
as a jumping-off ground for Singapore or 
Burma ; and she has not yet made up her 
mind when to strike. In any of these 
ventures she must endure a collision with 
the British Empire, which, however widely 
its forces may be scattered over the seas, 
is by no means powerless in Far Eastern 
waters; and she almost inevitably must 
challenge the strength of the United 
States. In addition, she must be prepared 
to maintain the arduous and expensive 
struggle against the Chinese Nationalists 
under Marshal Chiang Kai-shek, whose 
prospects have improved, rather than 
deteriorated, in recent months. These are 
three potent enemies, and it is not hard 
to understand why Japan has been eager 
to rid herself of a fourth, even if a less 
formidable, foe: the more she can do by 
diplomacy, the less she will have to do by 
force. Already Mr. Matsuoka is sili | 
urged by some of his colleagues to cross 
the Pacific for a talk with President 
Roosevelt—in the hope, no doubt, that 
another pact of neutrality may materialise. 
In the present temper of the American 
people, we venture to doubt whether the 
railway station at Washington will be the 
scene of fervent embraces—after the |

Cross in Dublin, and by the time when the 
first trains arrived at Amiens street 
handreds of workers, doctors, murses, 
ambulances, and men and women carrying 
warm clothes, food and drink, were on the 
| platform to receive the homeless people. 
The Dublin Transport Company provided 
free transport to the various reeeption 
centres, and religious bodies of all de- 
nominations opened their premises to 
provide shelter. The moment of trial 
came upon our Red Cross workers without 
warning, but they rose to the occasion in 
a manner that demands the whole- 
hearted congratulation of everybody. 
Hundreds of homeless, hungry, frightened 
people—some of them still in their bed- 
clothes—arrived out of the night; but in 
a twinkling, as if Avy magic, clothes, food, 
beds and medical attention were procured 
to meet their needs. The magic, however, 
was sound organisation. Mr. Justice 
Conor Maguire, chairman of the 
Central Council, last night expressed 
the thanks of the Society to all who 
assisted in the task of caring for the 
Belfast refugees, and we add our con- 
gratulations on an exacting job which was 
efficiently and kindly done. Please God, 
such an undertaking never will have to 
be their lot again; but it may recur 
any day, and every passing week may be 
bringing the people of this State nearer 
to some similar, dreadful experience. Let 
us all as wise citizens take precautions 
against the evil day. Mr. de Valera 
appealed last Friday for volunteers for 
every branch of the A.R.P. services; Mr. 
Justice Maguire last night appealed for a 
wider organisation of Red Cross work, 
particularly in the provinces; and the 
Red Cross, as has been proved again by 
its work in Dublin within the last two 
weeks, is among the essential services 
in the modern State. Its duties, its 
obligations, however, transcend even the 
iron boundaries between States, and the 
assistance which it is giving to the Belfast 
refugees is a severe strain on the resources 
of the Irish branch. This newspaper's 
appeal for funds already has raised over 
£10,000, but money still is urgently needed. 
Come what may, the work has to go on, 
and we would remind readers that our 
Northern Refugees’ Fund must close this 
evening.

Bomb-flash Blindness 


A remarkable feature of the air raids on 
Britain has been the comparatively smal! 
number of civilians who have been blinded 
by the bombs. The figures to date are 
approximately forty adults and two 
children. These blinded civilians are 
shortly to go to a fully equipped home 
of recovery, the British War Relief Com- 
mittee having given the purchase price 
of a furnished hotel in the west country, 
where there will be a skilled medical and 
nursing staff who will work for the 
restoration to sight, if possible, of the 
victims. The first patients will be 
installed in their new home in a about a 
fortnicht’s time. 


Control of Rubber 


Until the week-end rubber and tin were 
the only two major commodities uncon- 
trolled, but to-day there is only tin, as 
Sir Walrond Sinclair has been ou 
Rubber Controller. It is probable that 
the appointment has been made owing to 
the possibility that at any moment the 
British position in regard to sipplies may 
become uncertain owing to developments 
in the Far East and, in addition, it 1s 
possible that the need for conservation 1s 
also recognised. In Mincing Lane, the 
headquarters of the Market, the Govern- 
ment decision is regretted, but it is agreed 
that if there must be a Controller there

Civil Servants’ Holidays 

ernment is being asked fo 
5 ae the proposal that the holidays 
of British civil servants this year should 
be limited to one week at a time, on the 
round that. while this may be sufficient 
or the staffs remaining in London, it will 
operate to the disadvantage of those 
evacuated to provincial centres. Since the 
beginning of the war some forty thousand 
clerks have gone with the sections of their 
departments to places in the Wast and 
North of England, and owing to the stress 
of the work they have been called upon 
to perform they have not been able to 
visit their homes for a long time, somo 
having been away continuously since their 
removal from London. It is possible that 
the rule limiting the holiday to one week 
will stand as a general principle, but that 
in certain cases which will be considered 
separately longer vacations may be 
granted. There is no desire to hinder the 


smooth working of the Government 
departments, and in many cases civil 
servants will continue to work without 


holidays, as they have been doing since the 
pressure op their sections incréased by 
war developments. 


More Land for the Plough 


Among the plans to bring about an 
increase in food production in Britain the 
Ministry of Agriculture is aiming at 
having another 1,750,000 acres of land 
under the plough this year, following the 
2,000,000 additional acres which were 
brought under cultivation last year. The 
scheme for expert tractor drivers to be 
transferred voluntarily from _ districts 
where their work is finished te other areas 
where there are vast stretches of land 
Waiting to be dealt with, hag made a 
satisfactory start, as already numerous 
applications have been received from 
volunteers who are willing to work in any 
part of the country where theim<services 
are required. In East Anglia, where most 
of the ploughing has been done, the men 
have made a large response, and the 
Minister of Agriculture is arranging for 
their transfer to districts where new land 
has been scheduled for cultivation.

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Rubber-necking Skywards 


On a number of occasions recently 
unidentified aircraft have passed over 
Dublin during daylight hours, and many 
necks have been strained among the 
burgesses in efforts to locate the fliers. 

No doubt, in these days this astral 
gazing is a very natural reaction to the 
sound of aero engines overhead, but if the 
inquisitive citizens who practise it were 
to think á little more they might realise 
its dangers. 

Unauthorised ‘planes passing over any 
part of this country are liable to be fired 
on by our ground defences—that is the 
Army’s way of telling them that “ tres- 
passers will be prosecuted.”’ 

Now, when an anti-aircraft gun fires, 
a large, ugly, dangerous mass of meta! is 
hurled skywards, but the law of gravity 
inexorably insists that what goes up must 
come down—even the exploded fragments 
of an anti-aircraft shell, and. therefore, 
those people who take such an indiscreet 
interest in ‘planes are quite likely to 
receive a ee on the nose from an un- 
pleasantly jagged lump of steel, falling 
with tremendous momentum from a great 


height. It is not so noisy as a bomb, 
perhaps, but every bit as nasty ! 
Civilians would, im future, be well 


advised to leave unknown aircraft to the 
efficient section of the defence forces which 
deals with them. There is no need for a 
panicky rush to shelter, but ‘‘ rubber- 
necking’’ may lead to unnecessary 
danger, and the wisest course undoubtedly 
is to take the nearest available cover until 
all danger of shell fragments has passed. 


Dwarf Dwellings 


I received a visit recently from a Cor- 
poration town planning official, whose 
mission it was to inquire into the lay- 
out of houses and the number of their 
rooms, etc. JHlaving surveyed my own 
castle, he went on to recount his ex- 
periences elsewhere. 

From what he told me, it seems that 
Dublin is fast becoming a city of dwarf 
dwellings. In discussing what were once 
noble streets of a former Dublin, he said 
that to-day their fine houses have been 
honeycombed into an amazing number of 
“chicken coop ” flatlets. In one house, in 
“eho he found that each of four 
arge rooms had been _ successfully 
‘“quartered,’” and now contained a 
family. And at an average rental of £8 
per month each.... ! 

I laughed when he went on to tell of a 
Lilliputian dwelling which he had only 
recently visited. So small was it, indeed, 
that all its furniture had had to be con- 
structed on a miniature scale! Other 
houses visited revealed gas stoves on the 
landing, to say nothing of baths under the 
stairs. 

And then—in a basement dwelling of a 
district well known to me—he spoke of 
the twelve children whom he had found 
cooped up therein. The subterranean 
gloom of this living space was so real that 
he had literally to feel his’ way around, 
and the effects of such bad lighting was, 
he said, very evident in the tired eyes 
of the children. :

DANGEROUS FALLACY 


Mr. Lemass said that it was some- 
times suggested that unemployment was 
capable of being disposed of quite 
easily by some trick of finance. He 
was no uncritical admirer of their 
present financial system, although he 
would hesitate to change it until he 
was satisfied that he had something 
better to substitute for it. It was a 
dangerous fallacy that all their present 
difficulties could be avoided by some 
manipulation of their currency or by 
some wider utilisation of bank credits. 
None of their present supply difficul- 
ties were due to lack of finance. 

They might have some difficulties of 
financing some purchases outside the 
sterling area, and that trouble might 
increase, but there was nothing which 
they could do for themselves which 
would alter that position. The false 
idea that financial difficulties were im- 
peding effective action might not 
merely cause mischief, but would, if

FACING IMMENSE 
DIFFICULTIES 


“Our nation is facing & time of 
immense difficulty,” said Mr. Lemass. 
“There is no system of Government 
regulation of affairs which will make 
those difficulties disappear, although 
it may be possible to minimise them.

it would be because of the development 
of a fuller realisation of the part 
which the ordinary citizen must 
lay in maxing democracy work. 
Vhatever the future might hold, it 
they covld escape the ordeal of actual 
physical conflict on their territory, they 
would have escaped from the period of 
European travail infinitely better off 
than many other small nations which 
had seen their territory overrun by 
invading armies, their cities devas- 
tated and their national liberties de- 
stroyed. However much they might 
fee] inclined to

grateful that so far they had escaped 
the horrors here.

R. JUSTICE CONOR MAGUIRE, 
M Chairman of the Central 
Council of the Irish Red 
Cross Society, last night appealed for 
greater organisation in the provinces 
and the country towns, and for more 
volunteers to man the First-Aid posts 
and ambulance units which are being 
established throughout the country. 
He was speaking at a meeting of the 
Blackrock and Restenione branch of 
the Society in Blackrock Town Hall, 
where he had just presented 74 First- 
Aid certificates. 
On behalf of the President of the 
Society, Mr. Justice Maguire ex- 
pressed gratification at the prompt 
and efficient manner in which members 
of the Red Cross had met the emer- 
gency arising from the recent sudden 
inrush of refugees from the six 
Northern counties. The heaviest 
burden of work, he said, fell on the 
Louth and Dublin branches, but in 
Monaghan, Cavan, Sligo and elsewhere 
Red Cross members responded admir- 
ably to the call on their services. 
Wherever refugees arrived in the 
Twenty-Six Counties they were met 
by members of the Red Cross. Their 
needs were attended to; they were 
housed, fed and clothed. Many are 
still being cared for. Judge Maguire 
said that of the 600 odd who arrived 
in Dublin immediately after the bomb- 
ing of Belfast, some 340 are still here. 


NO CONFUSION 


Special congratulations were due to 
Mr. Rory Henderson, in Dubijn, and 
Mr. J. B. Hamill, in Dundalk, for the 
manner in which they took immediate 
charge of the situation, and had 
arrangements made. There had been 
no confusion—though in one instance, 
where it was rumoured that 2,000 
refugees were on their way, members 
became, naturally, a little panicky 
about accommodation. However, there 
was no difficulty in catering for 
all who came. The apparent ease with 
which a difficult problem was handled, 
particularly in Dublin, was due to the 
months of patient preparation by the 
Dublin director and his staff. 

But for the ready co-operation of 
other bodies, and of the public gener- 
ally, said Mr, Justice Maguire, the 
task could not have been so efficiently 
done. He expressed thanks to the 
Minister for Defence and the Army, 
who .lent both food and services for 
cooking; the L.S.F., the Civic 
Guards; the staff of the Great 
Northern Railway, the St. John Am- 
bulance Brigade, and the Dublin 
United Transport Company, who pro- 
vided free transport between the rail- 
way station and the various centres 
where refugees were located. 


GENEROUS HELP 


Clothing, food and money in gene- 
rous measure flowed in both through 
our branches, said Mr. Justice Maguire 
and through the Refugee Fund opene 
by the ZJresh Times. Members of the 
public came forward with gifts of all 
kinds, 

Mention, he said, must also be made 
of the action of the Representative 
Church Body, who, by placing the Bag- 
gotrath Hall at our dis ms enabled 
the Dublin Director and his staff to 
accommdate over one hundred persons; 
the Y.M.C.A., in whose premises 
many refugees were housed; the 
French Sisters of Charity, whose ser- 
vices were invaluable in the care of 
young children; the Magdalen Asylum 
Laundry, which is giving a daily ser- 
vice, and the Temple Street Hospital, 
which sent trained nurses from its staff. 
The very difficult problem of sanita- 
tion and public health had, so far, 
been successfully overcome by the 
Society's medical members, with the 
assistance of the staff of Dr. Russell’s 
department. The Dublin hospitals made 
room for any cases requiring hospital 
attention. 

“To all these,’ said Mr. Justice 
Maguire, “ must go credit for what 
has been done to meet the biggest 
problem of its kind which has yet 
arisen from the war conditions around 
us.’ 

Mr. Justice Maguire remarked that 
there had been rumours that the 
refugees were giving great trouble to 
the members of the Red Cross who 
were looking after them. Such 
rumours, it should be stated, were com- 
pletely false. At least 95 per cent. of 
the refugees showed nothing but grati- 
tude for the treatment which they re- 
ceived,

Mr. J. P. MacNamara, Assistant 
Commissioner, St. John Ambulance 
Brigade, was the speaker at the Dublin 
Rotary Club luncheon in the Gresham 
Hotel yesterday. He said that when 
the organisation and staffing of the 
A.R.P. first aid-and casualty service 
for Dublin and Dun Laoghaire was 
entrusted to the Brigade they had just 
a thousand trained members, but had 
since brought their service strength to 
almost 2, The first aid posts were 
fitted and ready for immediate occupa- 
tion, and equipment was held in readi- 
ness. In addition to the area posts, six 
mobile units had been established, 
which were really mobile stations, as 
they carried all equipment and dress- 
ings, doctors, nurses and ambulance 
personnel. It was hoped that facilities 
would be given by employers for the 
release of casualty workers should a 
daytime call be made. A mobile 
canteen had been acquired, and an 
efficient staff had volunteered for this 
unit. 

Referring to work in connection with 
the Northern evacuees, he said that the 
Red Cross Society should be congratu- 
lated on the way they had met that 
most difficult emergency.
